With  regard  to  all  that  relates  to  the  progress  of  the 
pupils  and  to  the  system  of  instruction  pursued  in  the 
College,  whether  physical,  intellectual,  technical  or  musical, 
the  Committee  have  pleasure  in  referring  to  the  Report  of 
the  Principal,  Dr.  Campbell,  which  follows. 

The  teaching  and  administrative  staff  remains  pretty 
much  the  same  as  mentioned  in  last  year’s  Report,  and 
continues  under  the  invaluable  supervision  and  direction 
ot  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Campbell.  The  Committee  have  gratefully 
to  acknowledge  the  efficient  services  of  the  various  pro- 
fessors and  teachers. 


During  last  summer,  as  usual,  several  garden  parties 
were  held  at  the  College,  when  visitors  had  the  opportunity 
of  inspecting  the  classes  at  work  and  of  hearing  musical 
performances  by  the  pupils.  These  parties  are  highly 
appreciated  by  friends  of  the  College.* 


* The  College  is  always  open  to  visitors  on  the  first  Thursday  of 
month,  except  January,  August  and  September,  at  3.15  p.m 
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The  Annual  Meeting  was  held  in  Seaford  House  on  the 
24th  June,  the  Right  Hon.  Lord  Howard  de  Walden, 
President,  in  the  chair.  There  was  a large  attendance. 
Addresses  were  delivered  and  the  claims  of  the  College 
advocated  by  the  Earl  of  Aberdeen,  the  Rev.  Prebendary 
Webb-Peploe,  the  Rev.  Canon  Barker,  and  others. 

On  the  2nd  July,  under  the  immediate  patronage  of 
their  Most  Gracious  Majesties  the  King  and  Queen,  a 
grand  Concert  was  given  in  the  Albert  Hall,  in  aid  of  the 
funds  of  the  College,  by  the  students  of  the  Royal  Academy 
of  Music,  of  the  Royal  College  of  Music,  and  of  the 
Guildhall  School  of  Music,  with  the  assistance  of  Madame 
Albani  and  Mr.  Watkin  Mills. 

The  Concert  attracted  much  attention.  The  notices  of 
it  which  appeared  in  The  Times,  the  Standard,  and  the 
Morning  Post  of  the  3rd  July  will  be  found  in  Appendix  C 
of  this  Report.  It  is  also  treated  of  in  some  detail  in  the 
Principal’s  Report. 

The  warmest  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  due  to  the 
members  and  students  of  the  Colleges  which  co-operated 
in  giving  this  Concert,  especially  to  Sir  Alexander 
Mackenzie,  Sir  Hubert  Parry,  Dr.  W.  IT.  Cummings,  and 
Sir  Charles  Villiers  Stanford.  The  Committee  would  also 
return  their  thanks  to  the  Royal  Albert  Hall  Choral 
Society,  the  Dulwich  Philharmonic  and  the  Crystal  Palace 
Choirs,  whose  singers  assisted  at  the  Concert.  They 
have  also  to  thank  very  warmly  a Committee  of  Ladies 
who  did  much  to  recommend  the  Concert  to  their 
friends. 

There  followed,  on  the  25th  July,  the  annual  Prize 
Festival  in  the  College  grounds,  under  the  chairmanship 
of  Alderman  and  Sheriff  Sir  G.  W.  Truscott,  which  was 
largely  attended.  An  earnest  appeal  was  made  by  the 
Chairman  in  aid  of  the  College  funds.

Although  not  falling  strictly  within  the  limits  of  the 
year,  it  may  be  added  that  a very  successful  Christmas 
Tree  Festival  was  given  at  the  College  on  the  12th 
January  last.  Sir  George  Faudel-Pliillips,  Bart.,  G.C.I.E., 
in  the  chair,  when  the  tree  was  unveiled  by  Lady  Faudel- 
Pliillips,  and  short  addresses  were  delivered  by  several 
friends. 

The  Committee  regret  that  the  financial  position  of  the 
College  is  far  from  satisfactory. 

For  some  years  past  there  has  been  a deficiency  of 
income  to  meet  the  current  expenditure.  In  last  year’s 
Report,  therefore,  the  Committee  appealed  for  additional 
annual  subscriptions  to  the  extent  of  at  least  £2,000 
a year. 

That  appeal  has  not  been  responded  to  in  the  measure 
which  the  Committee  hoped  for.  They  believe  that  in  this 
respect  their  experience  is  not  singular  this  year,  and  that 
all  charitable  objects,  however  deserving,  are  feeling  the 
pressure  of  hard  times.  The  position  of  the  Normal 
College  for  the  Blind,  however,  calls  for  a remedy  without 
delay,  and  the  Committee  trust  that  all  wdio  feel  an 
interest  in  the  continuance  of  its  beneficent  work  will  at 
once  give  their  cordial  assistance. 

It  is  arranged  that  a Dinner  shall  be  held  in  the  Hotel 
Cecil  on  the  ‘21st  April,  under  the  chairmanship  of  the 
noble  President,  Lord  Howard  de  Walden,  for  the  purpose 
of  commending  the  College  to  the  liberal  support  of  the 
public,  and  it  is  hoped  that  all  who  are  acquainted  with 
and  who  appreciate  the  work  of  the  College  will  either 
attend  the  Dinner  or  send  a token  of  their  sympathy  with 
the  object. 

I here  is  a mortgage  over  the  College  property  amounting 
to  £15,000.  During  the  past  year  it  has  been  found 
necessary  to  obtain  an  advance  from  the  bank  of  £3,000 
to  meet  the  accumulated  deficit  and  provide  for  current 
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wants.  What  the  Committee  now  desire  is  that,  besides 
obtaining  additional  annual  support  to  the  extent  of  at 
least  £2,000,  they  may  at  once  be  placed  in  funds  to  repay 
the  loan  of  £3,000,  and  thus  be  enabled  to  reserve  all 
future  legacies  for  the  reduction  of  the  mortgage.  It  may 
be  mentioned  that  this  mortgage  is  the  only  charge  on  the 
property  of  the  College  representing  a value  of  at  least 
£60,000. 

The  Accounts  for  the  past  year — a Statement  of  which  is 
appended — show  the  income  to  have  amounted  to  £11,557. 

Of  this  sum  £8,144  was  from  contributions  on  account  of 
particular  pupils ; £390  from  Government  grants  on 
account  of  the  School  and  Training  College,  and  £3,023 
from  subscriptions,  donations,  and  legacies,  including  a 
surplus  of  £110  from  the  Albert  Hall  Concert. 

The  expenditure  in  the  year  has  been  £12,582,  composed 
of  ordinary  expenditure  £11,530,  and  capital  outlay 
(including  an  instalment  to  the  Charity  Commissioners  on 
account  of  mortgage  redemption,  and  the  cost  of  repairs 
and  renewals  of  buildings  and  fittings)  amounting  to 
£1,052. 

It  thus  appears  that  the  expenditure  in  1903  exceeded 
the  income  hy  the  sum  of  £1,025,  a state  of  things  which 
obviously  cannot  be  allowed  to  continue  if  the  College  is  to 
be  maintained. 

The  financial  position  is  engaging  the  anxious  attention 
of  the  Committee.  They  hope  for  some  considerable  relief 
to  their  anxiety  from  the  Dinner  to  be  held  on  the 
21st  April. 

The  Committee  would  again  gratefully  acknowledge  the  <j^n«r 
support  they  have  received  from  the  Gardner  Trustees, 
whose  scholarships  awarded  to  young  Blind  persons  in 
England  and  Wales  are  the  means  of  admitting  many  to 
the  School  who  could  not  otherwise  have  obtained  access 

to  it.

Dubini;  the  year,  the  greatest  number  of  pupils  was  162, 
and  the  average  number  158.  Some  of  the  pupils  were 
backward  and  required  much  extra  help,  but  I am  glad  to 
say  that  all  have  worked  well  and,  with  few  exceptions, 
the  conduct  has  been  satisfactory.  In  the  Musical 
Department  we  have  some  promising  students,  and  their 
achievements  are  highly  creditable. 

In  June  the  School  was  examined  by  His  Majesty’s 
Inspectors  : the  following  is  the  Report — 

“ The  School  fully  maintains  its  high  reputation.  The 
teaching  staff  is  enthusiastic  and  intelligent,  and  the  pupils 
are  thoroughly  responsive.  The  time  table  is  varied  and 
well  arranged.  The  elementary  subjects  throughout  are 
marked  by  accuracy  and  thoroughness,  and  the  pupils 
answer  readily  and  are  acquiring  a great  deal  of  general 
information.  The  Kindergarten  occupations,  the  boys 
Sloyd,  and  the  girls’  Needlework  and  Knitting  are  taught 
on  good  and  systematic  lines,  and  the  Physical  Exercises 
are  unusually  varied  and  are  extremely  well  performed. 
The  pupils  are  admirably  trained  in  habits  of  self-reliance 
both  in  and  out  of  school.”

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their  earnest  endeavour  not  merely  to  train  the  intellectual 
or  musical  capabilities  of  their  pupils,  but  to  arouse  all  the 
powers  essential  to  active,  useful,  happy  manhood  and 
womanhood.  Their  zeal  and  cordial  co-operation  deserve 
our  warmest  thanks. 

After  many  years’  faithful  service,  Miss  Emily  Tasker, 
Matron  of  the  Girls’  School,  resigned  at  the  close  of  the 
term  in  July. 

Professors'  Mr.  Hartvigson  and  Mr.  Balfour  in  their  weekly  Recitals 
on  the  Pianoforte  and  Organ  continue  systematically  to 
analyse  and  perform  the  best  works  for  their  respective 
instruments.  I cannot  speak  too  highly  of  their  zeal  and 
ability ; they  have  given  much  extra  time  and  thought  to 
our  work,  for  which  they  have  our  best  thanks  and  the 
gratitude  of  their  pupils.  These  Recitals  familiarize  the 
pupils  with  the  best  musical  compositions,  cultivate  taste, 
and  arouse  ambition.

rupils  Kecitals  are  given  several  times  during  each  term. 
The  programmes  are  made  up  of  the  exercises,  scales, 
studies,  and  pieces  included  in  the  regular  curriculum 
(see  programmes  in  Appendix). 

Weekly  practices  are  held  with  Mr.  Balfour  and 
Mr.  Eyre,  to  enable  the  Organ  pupils  to  acquire  the  art  of 
accompanying  Hymns,  Chants,  Anthems,  Te  Deums,  and 
other  parts  of  Church  Services. 

Lectures  r^le  Lectures  of  Mr.  Stewart  Macpherson,  who  succeeded 
Mr.  Corder  as  Professor  of  Counterpoint,  Composition  and 
Orchestration,  are  most  valuable.  To  make  these  Lectures 
more  interesting  and  instructive,  Mr.  Macpherson  very 
kindly  arranged  for  a number  of  the  Royal  Academy 
students  to  come  to  the  College  and  demonstrate  the 
musical  illustrations  on  various  orchestral  instruments. 
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The  advanced  students  have  attended  Sir  Frederick 
Bridge's  “ Course  of  University  Lectures  on  Music  ” at  the 
University  of  London. 

Through  the  kindness  of  the  Crystal  Palace  Authorities, 
the  Crystal  Palace  Amateur  Orchestral  Society,  and  the 
Dulwich  Philharmonic  Society,  the  pupils  have  attended 
many  Concerts  at  the  Crystal  Palace. 

The  leading  Concert  Agents  in  London  kindly  sent 
complimentary  tickets,  which  enabled  our  pupils  to  profit 
by  the  great  musical  advantages  of  the  metropolis. 

The  indirect  instruction  of  these  Kecitals,  Lectures, 
and  Concerts  intensifies  and  renders  more  valuable  the 
individual  teaching,  and  the  latter  is  by  no  means  complete 
without  it. 

The  Grand  Concert  at  Albert  Hall,  July  2nd,  was  a 
unique  event  in  the  education  and  training  of  the  Blind. 
The  united  choirs  and  orchestras  of  the  Royal  Academy  of 
Music,  Royal  College,  Guildhall  School  of  Music,  and 
Royal  Normal  College  for  the  Blind  were  assisted  by  a 
large  number  of  ladies  and  gentlemen  from  leading 
Musical  Societies.  This  was  the  first  occasion  on  which 
the  three  great  Conservatoires  of  Music  in  London  united 
in  a combined  performance.  The  programme  included 
works  by  the  Principals  of  the  three  Conservatoires, 
Sir  Alexander  Mackenzie,  Sir  Hubert  Parry,  Dr.  W.  H. 
Cummings,  and  also  by  Sir  Charles  Villiers  Stanford, 
each  conducting  his  own  composition.  By  the  special 
wish  of  the  Principals  several  items  were  given  by  our 
students  independently.  The  College  Choir  sang  the 
madrigal  “ As  Vesta  was  ” (Weelkes),  giving  for  an  encore 
“ Come  live  with  me  ” (Bennett),  the  male  chorus  and 
Mr.  Stuart  Moncur  “The  Waltz”  (Vogel)  and  “The 
Image  of  the  Rose  ” (lieiehardt).  Bach’s  Concerto  in 
A minor  for  four  pianofortes  and  string  quartet  was  played

by  Misses  Crowley,  Davis,  Lucas,  and  Richardson,  and  in 
the  two  movements  from  Raff’s  Suite  for  pianoforte  and 
orchestra  (Op.  200)  the  soloist  was  Mr.  Horace  Watling. 
Mr.  T.  C.  Gregory  accompanied  “ Hear  my  prayer  ” on 
the  organ,  in  which  the  solo  was  taken  by  Madame  Albani. 
Mr.  Watldn  Mills,  who  so  generously  gave  his  services, 
sang  “ 0 ruddier  than  the  cherry  ” and  “ I’m  a roamer.” 

In  this  department,  besides  those  who  are  taking  the 
Training  College  Course,  there  are  several  students 
preparing  for  University  Examinations.  The  pupils  in 
the  Musical  Department  join  them  in  some  subjects,  and 
thus  obtain  that  mental  culture  which  is  so  important  a 
factor  in  the  success  of  blind  musicians. 

* A class  of  senior  girls  has  taken  an  advanced  course  in 
Shorthand  and  Typewriting  with  very  gratifying  results. 
Without  seeking  a wide  field  for  orders,  a large  number 
have  been  received  and  executed  to  the  entire  satisfaction 
of  the  clients  ; it  is  encouraging  to  think  that  this  branch 
of  our  work  maj'  prove  a very  material  help  to  our  girls  in 
after  life.  We  hope  some  will  gain  appointments  as 
typists,  and  others  find  it  a means  of  augmenting  a 
livelihood  derived  from  musical  or  other  sources.  The 
course  of  study  has  embraced  difficult  tabulated  com- 
pilations, duplicate  and  other  copying,  business  letters,  &c. 

In  the  Girls’  Class  four  members  have  each  won,  in 
open  competition,  a latest  improved  Hammond  typewriter, 
and  thus  they  will  be  able,  when  leaving  the  College,  to 
take  orders  tor  typewriting,  Ac.,  for  execution  at  their 
own  homes.

At  the  Annual  Prize  Festival  in  July  the  following 
students  took  their  Training  College  Certificates : — • 
Eleanor  Harris,  Alice  Meiklejon,  and  Phoebe  Schofield. 
One  of  these  has  permanent  and  two  have  temporary 
employment. 

At  the  same  time  Thomas  Gregory,  James  Drummond, 
Archibald  Parker,  and  Winfrid  Roseveare  took  their 
Pianoforte  Tuning  Certificates,  and,  in  December,  Edmund 
Wellbelove  and  William  Chappell.  Thomas  Gregory,  who 
was  also  a good  pianist  and  singer,  passed  the  A.R.C.O. 
Examination  in  January,  and  shortly  after  leaving  the 
College  obtained  an  excellent  organ  appointment  in 
Glasgow.  E.  Wellbelove  has  a situation,  and  the  others 
are  working  at  private  tuning  connections. 

Two  pupils,  one  of  whom  was  making  good  progress  in 
typewriting  and  shorthand,  and  the  other  giving  promise 
of  success  in  music,  were  withdrawn  before  they  had 
completed  their  training  or  were  properly  prepared  to  begin 
work. 

In  July,  Percy  Way  passed  the  Associate  Examination  of 
the  Royal  College  of  Organists,  and  obtained  his  diploma ; 
Miss  Emily  Lucas  was  also  successful  in  obtaining  her 
diploma  as  a Fellow.

Examinations,  to  learn  that  George  Rose,  Esq.,  Director  and  Technical 
Manager  of  Messrs.  Broadwood  and  Sons,  Ltd.,  has  kindly 
become  our  Pianoforte  Tuning  Examiner  in  place  of  the  late 
A.  J.  Hipkins,  Esq.,  who  for  so  many  years  took  a deep  and 
practical  interest  in  the  success  of  our  Pianoforte  Tuning 
Department.  The  signature  of  Mr.  Rose  on  our  certificates 
is  a guarantee  of  the  high  standard  of  the  work  in  this 
department.  None  but  those  holding  such  certificates  are 
entitled  to  offer  themselves  as  tuners  recommended  by  the 
College.  Pianoforte  tuning  is  a good  and  successful  occu- 
py1011 for  the  Blind  when  the  work  is  thoroughly  and 
efficiently  carried  out.  A superficial  knowledge  of  tuning 
liitiy  e ic.ulily  acquired  by  those  deprived  of  sight,  but  a long 
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course  of  careful  training  is  essential  to  success.  “ It  is  a 
difficult  matter  to  educate  the  community  to  discriminate 
between  competent  and  incompetent  blind  workmen.  A man 
possessing  sight  may  do  his  work  badly,  yet  this  would 
not  prevent  another  seeing  man  from  getting  employment. 
But  let  a blind  man  attempt  to  tune  or  repair  a piano, 
and  fail,  it  is  then  impossible  for  another  blind  man, 
however  capable,  to  secure  work  in  the  vicinity." 

The  twentieth  century  finds  Physical  Training  an  impor- 
tant  factor  in  the  educational  schemes  for  the  Seeing,  both 
in  Europe  and  America.  Gymnastics  and  Drill  enter  into 
the  curriculum  of  all  schools,  and  the  attention  given  to 
athletic  games  in  the  public  schools  of  England  is 
proverbial. 

If  physical  training  is  so  necessary  for  the  develop- 
ment of  the  Seeing,  it  is  far  more  important  for 
the  Blind!  Shall  they  be  handicapped  with  feebleness, 
awkwardness,  and  helplessness  in  addition  to  blindness '? 
The  physical  development  of  the  Blind  is  absolutely 
essential  if  they  are  to  show  vigorous  growth,  morally, 
mentally  or  physically.  It  has  been  well  said,  “■  The 
success  or  failure  of  our  physical  training  does  not  relate 
merely  to  the  size  or  strength  of  our  muscles,  but  is 
measured  in  part  by  our  achievements  in  the  domain  of 
mind  and  conduct.”  Even  if  a blind  person  becomes  an 
accomplished  scholar,  a good  musician,  a skilled  mechanic, 
who  will  employ  him  if  he  is  timid,  awkward,  and 
helpless?  He  must  have  faith  in  his  own  capabilities, 
and  be  able  to  inspire  confidence  in  others.  There  is  a 
prejudice  against  the  employment  of  the  Blind  in 
remunerative  positions,  and  it  can  only  be  overcome  by 
giving  the  blind  person  a training  equal  to  the  Seeing 
with  whom  he  has  to  compete,  and  an  activity  equal 
to  all  requirements. 

By  careful  examination  it  will  be  found  that  the  Blind 
who” are  leading  lives  of  usefulness  are  those  who  have  not 
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allowed  their  blindness  to  debar  them  from  physical 
activity. 

The  Pupils  of  the  College  have  regular  training  in  a 
Gymnasium,  and  the  course  includes  various  kinds  of  mass 
and  apparatus  work.  Our  Gymnasium — one  of  the  many 
gifts  of  the  late  Dr.  T.  E.  Armitage — combines  the  best 
features  of  the  German,  American,  English,  and  Swedish 
apparatus.  Cycling,  Eowing,  Swimming,  and  Roller- 
skating are  also  systematically  taught. 

But  class  training  does  not  supply  the  needed  recreative 
element.  We  should  endeavour  to  give  young  blind 
children  that  spontaneous  activity  and  love  of  play  which 
is  the  universal  impulse  of  all  seeing  children. 

The  first  requisite  is  a suitable  playground  specially 
adapted  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  Blind.  Besides  a free 
space  where  they  can  run  and  play,  it  should  have  a supply 
of  swings,  tilts,  jumping-boards,  stilts,  char-a-bancs, 
skittle-alleys,  &e.  Any  game  that  allows  of  sides  being 
taken  adds  greatly  to  the  enjoy'ment  and  is  a powerful 
incentive  to  play.  They  should  be  encouraged  to  enter 
various  competitions,  as  walking,  running,  jumping,  leap- 
frog, barre-a-pied,  shot-pitching,  tug-of-war,  &c.  When 
the  weather  is  suitable,  our  pupils  young  and  old,  girls  and 
boys,  are  out  ten  minutes  before  seven  for  a twenty-five 
minutes  walk  around  their  various  playgrounds.  The 
number  of  rounds  made  by  each  pupil  is  entered  in  a book, 
and  at  the  end  ot  the  term  the  entire  distance  is  estimated 
and  prizes  given  for  the  winners  in  each  section. 

We  have  found  that  gardening  furnishes  pleasure, 
instruction  and  healthy  exercise.  Each  of  the  young 
children  has  a garden  plot.  Our  teachers  take  a special 
interest  in  the  gardens,  and  utilize  them  for  cultivating 
the  children’s  powers  of  observation. 

An  important  clement  in  all  our  physical  exercise  is  the 
hearty  co-operation  of  our  entire  staff.  You  can  never 
louse  t le  dormant  energy  and  overcome  the  inertia  of 
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blind  children  without  ample  facilities  for  physical 
exercise  and  the  constant  stimulus  of  a wide-awake, 
enthusiastic,  devoted  band  of  workers. 

It  was  my  good  fortune  to  spend  the  first  twelve  years  of 
my  life  on  a mountain  farm  in  Tennessee,  under  the  care 
of  a wise  mother,  who  encouraged  her  blind  boy  to  do  his 
full  share  of  the  work  and  have  his  full  share  of  the  fun. 

To  the  courage  and  independence  gained  in  boyhood  I 
owe  chiefly  whatever  I have  accomplished  in  after  life. 
My  early  experience  has  influenced  all  my  efforts  to 
improve  the  condition  of  the  Blind.  We  must  give  the 
Blind  an  education  that  will  prepare  them  for  active, 
useful,  self-reliant,  self-respecting  citizenship. 

Careful  Manual  Training  by  means  of  Kindergarten, 
Modelling,  Cane-weaving,  Knitting,  Sewing,  Sloyd,  &c., 
should  begin  at  an  early  age.  From  neglect  on  the  one 
hand,  and  mistaken  kindness  on  the  other,  many  blind 
children  are  allowed  to  grow  up  utterly  helpless,  unable 
even  to  feed  or  dress  themselves.  It  is  indispensable  that 
they  should  have  their  hands  and  fingers  well  trained. 

For  those  who  follow  the  profession  of  Music  in  after 
life,  this  training  will  be  most  helpful  in  overcoming  the 
technical  difficulties  of  the  pianoforte  and  organ  ; while  for 
those  who  must  depend  on  handicraft  for  a living,  early 
manual  training  is  even  more  essential. 

I should  be  glad  to  go  at  length  into  the  subject  of 
mental  and  musical  training,  but  it  must  be  summed  up 
in  a few  words.  If  the  Blind  as  a class  are  to  be  lifted  out 
of  pauperism,  they  must  receive  a training  which  is  the 
best  of  its  kind  in  the  trade  or  profession  they  have  to 
follow.  A good  education  is  usually  a blind  man’s  only 
capital,  therefore  it  must  be  equal,  if  not  superior,  to  that 
given  the  Seeing  with  whom  he  will  have  to  compete. 
Residential  schools,  in  which  blind  children  can  be  properly

classified,  and  each  blind  child  obtain  the  training  for 
which  he  is  best  adapted,  are  essential.  Large  playgrounds, 
gymnasia,  well-equipped  technical  shops,  and  an  ample 
supply  of  the  best  school  apparatus  should  be  provided. 
If  music  is  taught  and  is  intended  as  a profession,  there 
must  be  an  adequate  number  of  pianos  and  organs  to 
allow  sufficient  practice  for  each  pupil.  All  this  means  a 
large  outlay,  but  it  must  be  incurred  if  a good  percentage 
of  the  Blind  are  to  be  made  independent  and  self-sustain- 
ing. Efficiency  with  economy  can  only  be  secured  by 
having  a sufficient  number  of  children  in  each  grade  to 
allow  of  a proper  classification. 

The  fact  that  from  80  to  90  per  cent,  of  the  graduates  of 
this  College,  with  the  capital  of  a ijood  education,  have  been 
able  to  go  out  into  the  world  and  succeed  in  business  as 
pianoforte  tuners,  school  teachers,  and  in  the  various 
branches  ol  the  musical  profession,  justifies  the  expense 
incurred.  I confidently  appeal  for  increased  donations  and 
subscriptions  to  the  business  public,  who  must  realize  that 
it  is  cheaper  to  educate  than  to  pauperize .

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technical  skill  in  making  eyes,  stringing,  and  ordinary

3.  The  terms  for  private  pupils  will  be  furnished  hy  the 
Principal  upon  application. 

4.  The  fees  cover  board,  lodging,  washing,  and  medical 
attendance.  Payments  in  all  cases  must  be  made  in 
advance,  and  are  due  October  1st,  January  1st,  and 
April  1st.  The  first  and  second  payments  are  for  three 
months  each,  and  the  third  for  four  months.  All  cheques 
and  Post  Office  Orders,  in  payment  for  pupils,  should  be 
sent  to  the  Principal  at  the  College. 

5.  Except  in  cases  of  severe  illness,  all  pupils  are 
expected  to  be  in  attendance  at  the  College  on  the  first  day 
of  each  term. 


6.  Pupils  will  only  be  admitted  at  the  beginning  of  one 
of  the  terms.

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8.  All  pupils  must  be  provided  with  strong  clothes, 
either  new  or  in  perfect  repair,  as  per  the  following  lists, 
and  their  parents,  friends  or  guardians  will  be  required  to 
renew  the  clothing  when  deemed  necessary  by  the 
Committee.  Pupils  whose  eyes  are  disfiguring  will  be 
required  to  wear  glasses.  The  glasses  should  be  obtained 
at  the  College. 

9.  The  use  of  tobacco  in  all  forms  is  strictly  forbidden. 
All  pupils,  without  regard  to  age,  during  their  connection 
with  the  College,  must  abstain  from  the  use  of  tobacco 
either  on  or  off  the  College  premises.  The  use  of  beer, 
wine,  or  any  drink  containing  alcohol,  is  only  allowed  when 
ordered  by  the  medical  authorities  of  the  College.

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11.  In  cases  in  which  the  pupil  is  not  entirely  paid  for 
by  his  or  her  friends,  some  reliable  person  must  give  a 
guarantee  that  the  necessary  clothing  will  be  supplied ; 
that  the  pupil  will  be  removed  from  the  College  during 
vacations  ; and,  in  case  of  death,  that  the  funeral  expenses 
will  be  paid. 

12.  Parents  or  friends  can  visit  the  pupils  on  the  first 
Wednesday  in  November,  February,  April,  and  June, 
between  2 and  5.30  p.m.  If,  for  any  special  reason,  parents 
wish  to  see  their  children  at  other  times,  they  should  write 
to  the  Principal  for  an  appointment.  As  a rule,  it  is  not 
expected  that  more  than  two  friends  will  visit  any  pupil  on 
the  same  afternoon.  When  visiting  the  College,  parents 
are  earnestly  requested  not  to  bring  young  children  with 
them.  Friends  cannot  visit  the  pupils  on  Sunday ; this  rule 
is  strictly  enforced.  Parents  are  specially  requested  not  to 
bring  or  send  sweets  or  eatables  to  the  children.  If  the 
children  go  out  with  their  parents,  they  must  not  undertake 
commissions  for  other  pupils.

IReport  on  Musical  Department.

Pupils. — Comparing  the  pupils  and  students  here  with 
sighted  pupils  in  Secondary  Schools,  and  students  in  Adult 
Training  Colleges,  the  results  produced  by  training  are, 
in  the  sightless,  far  better  than  in  the  sighted.  This  can 
only  come  from — 

(а)  a greater  eagerness  to  learn,  and 

(б)  a greater  care  and  intelligence  in  the  teachers 

giving  the  instruction. 

Where  the  student  had  entered  at  an  early  age,  and  thus 
had  continuous  teaching,  the  state  of  proficiency  was 
remarkable.  One  could  not  but  feel  what  a pity  it  was 
that  students  were,  in  general,  not  sent  to  the  College 
until  after  this  most  receptive  age  of  childhood  was  past. 

Piano. — The  playing  generally  wras  marked  by  great 
neatness  and  careful  technique.  In  no  case  was  there 
any  attempt  to  hurry  or  scamp  the  performance.  Some 
of  the  students  showed  ability  of  a high  order,  while  the 
original  compositions  for  piano  (two  Preludes),  played  by 
the  composer  of  one  of  them,  showed  great  power. 

Organ. — It  is  impossible  to  speak  too  highly  of  the 
efficiency  of  the  teaching  in  this  department.  The 
technical  skill  and  the  taste  shown  in  performance  were 
alike  excellent.  One  cannot  help  rejoicing  at  the  future 
which  lies  before  some  of  these  capable  players,  who, 
as  organists,  are  being  so  thoroughly  fitted  by  the  training 
they  are  receiving  for  a calling  so  suitable  to  them.

Singing. 
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Solo  Singing1. — The  results  iu  this  department  were 
good,  although  perhaps  not  quite  on  a level  with  the 
high  standard  achieved  in  the  instrumental  sections.  The 
voices  as  a rule  were  fairly  clear,  and  the  notation  fairly 
good,  but  the  renderings  were  often  tame  and  lacking  in 
conviction.  A song  composed  by  one  of  the  students 
showed  the  possession  of  much  talent. 

Mixed  Choir. — This  was  remarkably  good  and  of  the 
highest  class.  The  singing  of  Hopkins’s  “ Te  Deum  in  C,” 
and  of  Goss’s  Anthem,  “ 0 Saviour-  of  the  World,”  was 
marked  by  power,  tone,  and  refinement,  that  were  all 
excellent.  A Part-Song  by  Keay,  and  Morley’s  Madrigal, 
“ Now  is  the  Month  of  Maying,”  were  also  splendidly  sung. 

A Short  Sight-Singing  Test  for  Mixed  Choir  was  given 
in  the  shape  of  a single  chant,  composed  in  the  Hall  by  the 
Examiner,  and  dictated  by  Dr.  Campbell  to  each  part. 
This  was  then  sung  at  sight  in  four  parts,  to  the  words  of 
the  “ Gloria  Patri  ” perfectly. 

Ladies’  Choir. — These  performed  " The  Nightingale  ” — 
a composition  demanding  great  skill — in  a manner  that 
was  simply  astonishing  in  its  accuracy. 

Men’s  Choir.— These  rendered  a little  Kentucky  ditty  in 
a manner  equally  charming  in  its  way.  Of  the  choral 
singing  generally  it  is  impossible  to  speak  too  highly. 

Junior  Class.  Mr.  Eyre  and  Miss  Campbell  are  to  he 
heartily  congratulated  on  the  results  shown  by  their  class 
oi  little  ones.  Their  singing  was  marked  by  a particularly 
sweet,  pure  tone  (if  perhaps  somewhat  small).  The  tests 
lor  quickness  in  singing  passages  by  ear  were  rendered  with 
much  smartness  and  accuracy,  while  the  duet  was  well 
sung.  One  could  not  help  feeling  how  great  would  be  the 
success  ol  the  musical  students,  if  only  all  could  come  to

the  College  at  the  early  ages  of  these  little  ones,  and  be 
properly  started  in  so  excellent  a manner. 

General  Conclusions. — The  training  throughout  is  of  a 
very  high  order,  many  departments  being  really  remarkable. 
In  the  solo  work  (vocal  and  instrumental)  an  attempt 
should  now  be  made  to  utilize  the  excellent  technique 
possessed  by  many  to  reach  a still  higher  testlictic  level  by 
the  development  of  greater  powers  of  feeling  and  expression 
in  performance,  whether  of  player  or  singer. 

In  generally  surveying  the  results  of  the  inspection  one 
cannot  help  feeling  how  great  is  the  musical  work  being 
done  by  Dr.  Campbell  and  his  earnest  staff,  in  thus  helping 
the  Blind  to  triumph  over  their  difficulties  and  become,  by 
their  musical  gifts  and  training,  self-supporting  and  worthy 
members  of  the  community.

THE  TIMES. 

It  was  a happy  thought  of  those  who  organized  the  concert  given  on 
behalf  of  the  funds  of  the  Royal  Normal  College  for  the  Blind  in  the  Albert 
Hall  last  night,  to  enlist  the  services  of  the  students,  choirs,  and  orchestras 
belonging  to  the  three  great  music  schools  for  those  who  have  their  sight. 
The  orchestras  of  the  Royal  Academy,  the  Royal  College,  and  the 
Guildhall  School  joined  in  a capital  performance  of  Mackenzie's  delightful 
“ Britannia  ” Overture ; and  the  choirs  of  the  four  schools  were  heard 
together  in  Parry’s  “Blest  Pair  of  Sirens,”  Stanford’s  “Revenge,”  and  a 
glee  by  Dr.  Cummings,  each  work  directed  by  its  own  composer.  The 
performance,  both  vocal  and  instrumental,  was  remarkably  good,  and 
among  other  attractions  there  were  a number  of  blind  pianists,  four  of 
whom  played  Bach’s  Concerto  for  four  claviers  in  A minor  on  four  piano- 
fortes. Madame  Albani  sang  “ Non  mi  dir,”  from  “ Don  Juan,”  and  gave, 
as  an  encore,  the  pretty  “What  does  little  birdie  say?”  by  Sir  A.  C. 
Mackenzie,  who  accompanied  her.  She  also  sang  the  solo  in  Mendelssohn's 
“ Hear  my  prayer,”  in  which  the  combined  choirs  took  part.  Mr.  Watkin 
Mills  also  sang  with  his  usual  success. 

THE  STANDARD. 

The  concert  was  mainly  choral,  the  chief  excerpts  being  from  the  works  of 
Mendelssohn,  Sir  Hubert  Parry,  Sir  Charles  Villiers  Stanford,  Sir  Alexander 
Mackenzie,  and  Dr.  W.  H Cummings,  those  of  the  British  writers  being 
conducted  by  their  composers.  Madame  Albani  sang  the  solo  part  in 
Mendelssohn’s  “Hear  my  Prayer,”  and  Mozart’s  “Non  mi  dir.’  to  the 
complete  satisfaction  of  her  audience ; and  Mr.  Watkin  Mills  was 
vociferously  encored  for  his  rendering  of  Mendelssohn's  “I’m  a Roamc-r.” 
An  interesting  feature  was  the  performance  of  Bach’s  Concerto  for  four 
pianofortes,  in  A minor,  by  Miss  Lizzie  Crowley,  Miss  Mabel  Davis, 
Miss  Emily  Lucas,  and  Miss  Ada  Richardson,  all  from  the  Royal  Normal 
College  for  the  Blind.  These  artists  overcame  the  intricate  technicalities 
of  the  music  with  remarkable  ease,  and  their  efforts  would  have  been 
noteworthy  even  had  they  been  possessed  of  the  power  to  see.  The  choir 
from  the  College,  too,  sang  with  excellent  point  and  precision,  their 
rendering  of  Weelkes’  old-time  madrigal  “As  Vesta  was  from  Latmos  Hill 
descending  ” being  encored.  Those  works  in  which  the  united  choirs  and 
orchestras  were  associated  were  splendidly  performed,  something  like  one 
thousand  performers  taking  part.  Students  from  the  Royal  Academy  of 
Music,  the  Royal  College  of  Music,  Guildhall  School  of  Music,  and  others 
assisted,  and  amongst  the  remaining  soloists  were  Mr.  Horace  Watling, 
Mr.  Thomas  Gregory,  and  Mr.  Stuart  Moncur. 

THE  MORNING  POST. 

Ihe  programme  began  with  the  breezy  “Britannia”  Overture  of 
Sir  Alexander  Mackenzie,  conducted  by  the  composer.  This  was  followed 
b\  Sir  Hubert  Parry’s  tine  ode,  “Blest  Pair  of  Sirens,”  which  has  recently 
met  with  great  success  in  Germany.  Dr.  W.  H.  Cummings  was  represented 
by  a hve-part  glee,  “ Oh,  the  Summer  Night.”  Two  delightful  movements 
from  Kali  s Suite  for  pianoforte  and  orchestra,  Op.  200.  were  performed, with 
Mr.  Horace  Watling  of  the  Royal  Normal  College  for  the  Blind,  as  a capable 
interpreter  of  the  solo  part.  A part  song  for  male  voices  by  Vogel  was  so 
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we  1 bung  by  Mr.  Stuart  Moncuv  and  the  Gardner  Glee  Club  that  an  encore 
followed  as  a matter  of  course.  Madame  Albani  sang  Mozart’s  “Non  mi 
ctn;  and  took  part  in  the  motett  “ Hear  my  Prayer.”  Mr.  Watkin  Mills'  fine 
voice  told  well  in  Handel’s  0 ruddier  than  the  cherry.”  An  interesting 
item  in  the  programme  was  Bach’s  Concerto  for  four  pianofortes  and  string 
quartette,  played  by  Misses  Lizzie  Crowley,  Mabel  Davis,  Emily  Lucas,  and 
Ada  Richardson.  Sir  C.  Villiers  Stanford’s  stirring  choral  ballad  “ The 
Revenge,”  conducted  by  the  composer,  worthily  terminated  a most  successful 
concert.

APPENDIX  D. 


(Xbc  late  H)r.  Hrmitage'6  lEvtbence  before 
tbe  llvo^al  Commission. 

When  the  British  and  Foreign  Blind  Association  was  established  in  18(58 
by  the  late  Dr.  T.  R.  Armitage,  they  carefully  investigated  the  condition  of 
the  Blind  in  the  United  Kingdom.  In  his  evidence  before  the  Royal 
Commission  in  1886,  Dr.  Armitage  stated : — 

“ I found  that  Music  was  the  best  employment  for  the  Blind,  at  least  so 
it  appeared  from  the  experience  of  Paris,  and  to  a less  extent  in  some 
Institutions  in  America.  On  inquiry  we  found  that  a very  small  proportion 
of  the  Blind  in  the  United  Kingdom  who  had  been  trained  in  music  were 
able  to  succeed  as  musicians.  It  was  very  difficult  to  get  at  the  proportion, 
but,  as  far  as  we  could  get  at  it,  only  one-half  per  cent. — 1 in  200 — seemed 
to  be  able  to  support  themselves  fully  by  the  profession  of  music.  When, 
on  the  other  hand,  we  observed  that  30  per  cent,  of  those  trained  in  Paris 
were  able  fully  to  support  themselves  by  music,  we  felt  that  there  must  be 
something  very  wrong  in  our  English  system.  I went  over  to  Paris  and 
investigated  the  question  very  carefully  there,  and  I came  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  education  of  the  Blind  as  musicians  in  Paris  was  infinitely  superior 
to  anything  that  we  had  in  England.  That  conviction  resulted  in  the 
foundation  of  the  Normal  College.  We  had  been  agitating  the  question  for 
some  eighteen  months  also  at  the  Society  of  Arts  and  elsewhere,  but  the 
difficulty  was  to  find  the  right  man  to  superintend  the  Institution  ; and  when 
we  were  almost  in  despair  Dr.  Campbell  happened  to  come  over  to  England, 
and  in  the  first  half-hour’s  conversation  that  I had  with  him  I found  we 
had  the  right  man,  and  he  found  that  he  had  the  right  cause,  a cause  that 
he  should  like  to  work  in,  and  he  commenced  at  once.  Dr.  Campbell  having 
the  go-ahead  principles  of  the  Americans  went  a great  deal  faster  and  a 
great  deal  farther  than  I was  at  first  inclined  to  go,  but  I am  quite  sure  he 
was  right.  That  resulted  in  the  formation  of  the  Royal  Normal  College  in 
1871.  We  worked  the  thing  up  privately  at  first  and  then  formed  a 
Committee,  and  we  have  been  going  on  increasing  our  sphere  of  operations 
ever  since. ’’
